ment, the Legislature can make or nn 
make counties when it sees fit, this is 
one of the principal reasons for the 
anxiety displayed by some to have a 
consolidation. In answer to the calls 
for a Convention is it not a good idea 
to suggest that those who so earnestly 
desire a sweeping change should put 
forward the alterations Which seem to 
be so urgently needed. Any amend- 
ment which is meritorius cnn leceive 
the endorsment of botb parties and 
there will be no difficulty attending the 
passage of resolutions, by the Legisla- 
ture placing the needed improvements 
be/ore the people. Let those who are 
ravenous for amendment state their 
grievances. They may easily publish 
snob amendments as are desnable and 
if it will at all conduce to greater econ- 
omy in the management of the State 
and county business, tho people 
vote to sustain the measure
